The 400 were taken into custody about the time 
that Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., the Nobel Peace Prize 
winner who launched the demonstrations, was released 
from jail under $200 bond.

VIENTIANE, Laos (APi - 
Premier Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma emerged today as Laos’ 
strongman but the once power­ 
ful deputy premier, Gen. Phou- 
mi Nosavan. is described as a 
fugitive in the jungle with a 
handful of policemen.

forced the resignation of Pho­ 
umi Sananikone as premier on 
Dec. 31, 1959. He also directed 
the military operation in 1960 
that ousted the regime of Pre­ 
mier Souvanna. 
Souvanna regained the pre­ 
miership in June 1962 and made 
himself defense minister. Pho­ 
umi was relegated to finance 
minister, losing control of the 
army. 
Now forces loyal to Souvanna 
have crushed Phoumi’s appar­ 
ent bid to regain power in 10 
hours of furious street fighting. 
Military sources said at least 60 
persons were killed in the abor­ 
tive revolt Wednesday and un­ 
counted others wounded.

Robert D. Carrow, mayor of 
Novato and member of the No­ 
vato law firm of Carrow and 
Jones, and Joseph Forest of San 
Rafael, member of the San Ra­ 
fael legal firm of Riede and 
Elliott, will be among five Bay 
Area attorneys flying to Jack­ 
son. There, each will be as­ 
signed to one of the 12 counties 
where investigation of registra­ 
tion irregularities is under way. 
They will spend 10 days in 
Mississippi. Carrow reported. 
The registration challenge is 
by 
the 
Mississippi 
Freedom 
Democratic Party, which at­ 
tempted to seat its delegates at 
the Democrats’ convention in 
Atlantic City, and failing that, 
nominated candidates and con­

claims election of five Missis­ 
sippi congressmen last Novem­ 
ber was improper because Ne­ 
groes had improperly been de­ 
nied the vote.

Mississippi voter registration 
laws require the applicant to 
take a test. A part of this is to 
copy a section of the state con 
stitution, then interpret it. “The 
darker the registrant, the more 
obscure the section,” said Golc 
stein. 
He related some of the things 
told him by Negroes who hac 
tried without success to regis 
ter: 
“ I waited in line from 8:30 
to 5 but they never got to me.” 


“ I took the test; they told me 
to come back in six weeks and 
when I did they couldn’t find my 
paper.” 
“ I waited all day with 50 
others and they only processed 
four or five all day.” 
Another requirement of the 
law is that names of new regis­ 
trants be published in a local 
newspaper so any citizen can 
file 
an 
objection 
based 
on 
“ moral turpitude.” 
Goldstein quoted one would- 
be registrant: 
When my name was pub- 
ished I lost my job and then I 
went back and they told me I 
ladn't filled in all the blanks. 
When I asked to see the paper, 
they said I had to be a regis­ 
tered voter to look at the rec­ 
ords, so I took the test again 
and when I went back they 


couldn’t find any record that I 
had taken the test.”

New 
Mill Valley Italian 
Proves To Be Popular Place 


Mill Valiev will have nine write about it. But apparently 
restaurants listed in the Marin 
Dining and Wining Guide when 
It comes out next Thursday. 
Five of these are downtown; the 
rest are on the highways and up 
the mountain. 
One of the close-in places is a 
new listing and only about sev­ 
en months old—La Ginestra, at 
127 Throckmorton Avenue. 
This used to be Eposti’s be­ 
fore it was sold last summer to 
Salvatore Aversa f r o m San 
Francisco. He has put in new 
furnishings and equipment and 
installed his own order of cui­ 
sine. 
The result is something quite 
amazing for a comparatively 
new restaurant. Apparently it 
has become one of the favorite 
places to eat in Mill Valley. 
Salvatore is still a young man, 
originally from Sorrento. Italy. 
He has the pleasing vestiges of 
an accent and a determined 
mind to keep his food as au 
thentically Italian as possible 
He keeps the restaurant open 
seven days a week from 11 in 
the morning to 11 at night (Sun 
days from 2 p.m.) and is there 
most of the time. For down­ 
town Mill Valley, a closing time 
of 11 p.m. is indicative of its 
popularity.

fael has been approved by the 
probate court, and plans are 
now in progress to remodel the 
old place for a new lease on 
pleasant dining. Said he when 
contacted at his San Francisco 
restaurant: “ I never knew I had 
so many friends in Marin Coun­ 
ty until the news broke that I 
will be opening there.”

Much of Salvatore’s time is 
spent in the kitchen helping his 
chef keep abreast of the orders, 
but he also likes to get ac­ 
quainted with his customers. 
Usually officiating at the tables 
is a very agreeable young Ital­ 
ian with a story-book name— 
Johnny Lococo—who adds an­ 
other touch of authenticity to 
the place with his own accent. 
Friday and Saturday nights 
you’ll probably have to wait for 
a table. La Ginestra patrons 
come from all over for these 
fine Italian dishes.

TRUSTEES SHUN 
'GIFT COMPUTER 


College O f Marin Commercial Aide 


Seeks All-Schools Data Processing 


Trustees of Marin Junior Col­ 
lege District proved loath last 
night to accept the “ gift” of a 
data processing center. 
Weaver Meadows, chairman of 
the College of Marin commercial 
departm ent, led a battery of ad­ 
vocates of the college’s taking 
over data 
processing for all 
school districts in Marin County 
—at the same time expanding its 
instruction in computer opera­ 
tion. 
Donald Griffin, who teaches 
the computer courses, said the 
“ 1620” computer the college now 
has is of limited value beyond 
the classroom, while a “ 1440” 
( b r o t h e r to the c o u n t y ’ s 
“ George” ) would make it possi­ 
ble for him to give students 
training on the same machine 
they would be using in industry. 
Meadows disclosed the pro­ 
posal to locate the big computer 
at the college was the outcome 
of a search by a county schools 
committee for a more satisfac­ 
tory data processing headquar­ 
ters for school districts. There 
has been considerable complaint 
over the service by the county 
data processing center—and its 
cost—by school officials. 
Robert Stannard of the county 
schools office said “ the school 
districts would contract with us; 
we would guarantee the support 
to the program for the college.” 
The 
county 
schools 
office 


would use the machine at night; 
the college would have it for 
daytime classes—at no cost, said 
Meadows. 
Trustee Elizabeth M. Deedy 
thought there might be consider­ 
able cost in providing a build­ 
ing. Meadows and Griffin insist­ 
ed the big computer would need 
no different environment than 
the “ 1620.” 
Mrs. Deedy and trustee Kent 
0. Seymour pointed out that 
there is no firm assurance some 
of the larger districts—particu- 
arly Tamalpais High School Dis­ 
trict, won’t set up their own 
data processing centers. 
Mrs. 
Deedy, 
shuffling 
the 
many pages of a glowing report 
on the proposal which was given 
trustees at the start of their 
meeting, declared: 
“ I’m very frank to say I’m an­ 
noyed the way this has come.” 
She noted there was no rec­ 
ommendation from the college 
president, the curriculum com­ 
mittee or the dean of instruc­ 
tion, no report from the archi­ 
tects who are master-planning 
the college’s expansion, yet im­ 
mediate action was wanted to 
put the center in operation by 
next July 1. 
As 
Meadows 
attempted 
to 
speak again to answer these 
objections, chairman Robert E. 
Oliver ruled there would be no 
action last night.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Veterans' Property Tax 
Issue May Be Revived 


Some of Marin’s veterans’ organiza­ 
tions are expressing alarm over a re­ 
ported move to abolish the California 
veterans home tax exemption law. 
Literature is being circulated in Ma- 
rin with this warning: 
“Your department commander has 
been informed by usually reliable 
sources that the speaker of the House, 
Mr. Jesse Unruh, will sponsor a bill to 
do away with all veterans tax exemp­ 
tions on their homes.” 
We are not certain if and when such 
a bill will be introduced. 
However, there is some indication 
that Speaker Unruh is personally in 
favor of abolishing the veterans’ tax 
exemption. 
For any politician, who must keep 
an alert ear cocked to public reaction, 
to come out publicly for abolition of 
the veterans* tax exemption w o u l d 
take considerable courage and convic­ 
tion. 
Any politician can sense the strong 
opposition that will be forthcoming 
from various veterans' organizations 
and from the individual California vet­ 
erans who have benefited thus far 
from the tax exemption law. 
As we said before, we do not know 
whether such legislation will be pro­ 
posed this year. 
If it is, a loud public outcry will 
come from the officials of veterans' or­ 


ganizations, whose duty it is to protect 
the interests of veterans in every pos­ 
sible way. This is only a natural reac­ 
tion and is to be expected. 
At the same time, we have a hunch 
that other California citizens, even 
some veterans included, may privately 
laud the proposal as having some merit 
and not something to be shunned like 
the Plague and its proponents to be 
ostracized for having dared to breathe 
such a possibility. 
In these times of heavy taxation, 
when every loss of revenue means an 
added burden to the taxpayer, we be­ 
lieve the exemptions now granted to 
able-bodied veterans is one of the 
fields that can be explored. 
Veterans who have been handicap­ 
ped by disability should certainly be 
given special consideration. But the ex­ 
emptions granted to able-bodied veter­ 
ans should not be considered so sacro­ 
sanct that it cannot stand the glare of 
public discussion and review. 
Should veterans continue to get this 
“subsidy” in perpetuity? Is it fair, in 
view of the fact that veterans who do 
_ 
not own property cannot get the same 
'Give Him A Banner 
benefit»?

With Sickle, Hammer' 
If the abolition of the veterans tax 
exemption is brought up, we believe 
the proposal deserves serious consid­ 
eration and calm discussion, not just 
hoots of derision.

FLOOD DAMAGE EYEWITNESS 
Northern California, Oregon 
Present Unbelievable Sights 


By JE F F GREER 


WE’VE JUST HAD an eye­ 
ful of flood damage. 
On a quick round-trip to 
Portland, we saw the leavings 
of the Christmas week “ thou­ 
sand year storm ” in the in­ 
land area of northern Califor­ 
nia from Coming north on 
Highway 99, over the Siskiyou 
to the Rogue River Valley, 
through the Umpqua Valley, 
along the Willamette River, 
and then to the Willamette 
Pass area. 
Oregonians, still emotional­ 
ly shaky and financially hard- 
pressed after the Christmas 
Week disaster, received an­ 
other jolt late last week, when 
a brief but fierce storm threat­ 
ened to do all over again the 
damage 
that 
scientists 
had 
predicted could happen only 
once in 10 centuries. 
How to describe the sights? 
Imagine, if you can, normal­ 
ly placid Novato Creek sud­ 
denly sweeping six feet deep 
across Highway 
101. That’s 
what insignificant little Bear 
Creek did 
between 
Ashland 
and Medford, Ore. Imagine, 
If you can, the Waldo Grade 
ao watersoaked that a 100-yard 
stretch of it slumps downhill 
into 
Sausalito. 
That’s 
what 
happened to all four lanes of 
Highway 99 near Shasta Lake. 
Picture to yourself, Corte 
Madera CreeK rising roof-top 
high through Ross, Kentfield 


and Larkspur, pounding build­ 
ings to soggy kindling, under­ 
mining b r i d g e foundations, 
glutting parks and yards with 
dead vegetation and debris. 
That’s what the Rogue and 
Umpqua and Willamette rivers 
did. 
Even barbed-wire f e n c e s 
strung on steel posts were 
mangled and pushed down by 
the muddy waters. The wires 
acted like a sieve, collecting 
dead grass and branches un­ 
til they resembled solid wat­ 
tled walls, then bowed to the 
pressure of the currents. 


THE BRUTE POWER of too 
much water, insensately look­ 
ing for a place to go in obedi­ 
ence to gravity’s dictatorship, 
impressed us most along the 
beautiful r e a c h e s of 
Salt 
Creek, east of Eugene and 
Oak Ridge, Ore. 
Salt Creek is about 30 miles 
long; normally a few inches 
deep and a few yards wide. 
It’s a lovely trout stream , and 
its main claim to fame is the 
rather spectacular Salt Creek 
Falls, which can be seen from 
State Highway 58 between Oak 
Ridge and Mount Odell. Salt 
Creek feeds into the Middle 
Fork of the Willamette just 
above the amazingly, brilliant 
green waters of Lookout Point 
and Dexter reservoirs. 
Those emerald waters are a 
turgid red-brown, now. 
Now, there are l i t e r a l l y 


acres of cut lumber and storm- 
felled timber f l o a t i n g or 
beached in the reservoir be­ 
low Salt Creek. Mingled with 
the trees—many of them four 
feet in diam eter — are splin­ 
tered 
remains 
of 
the 
few 
homes Salt Creek’s frenzied 
w aters were able to reach, 
when a week’s rains suddenly 
melted several feet of snow- 
pack. 
And the highway—it couldn’t 
have been in worse shape if 
a war had been fought along 
it. 
Little tributary rills that nor­ 
mally ran u n d e r the road 
through one and t w o - f o o t 
drainpipes, g n a w e d away 
scores of yards of hard-built 
highway. 
Salt 
Creek, 
wher­ 
ever it formerly curved car­ 
essingly 
against 
the 
pave­ 
m ent’s flanks, swiped away 
the works of man like they 
were tissue paper. A concrete 
pylon, six feet to a side and 
a dozen feet high—supporting 
one leg of a railway bridge— 
was carried 18 miles down­ 
stream . 
The highway was left lit­ 
tered with rocks larger than 
a m an’s head.

Burden Great

Probably the most important 
part of Governor Brown’s bug- 
et and tax proposals would 
seem to be what he has omit­ 
ted. In his talk of bare mini­ 
mum expenditures, fair taxes, 
and 
plugging 
loopholes, 
no 
mention is made of the great­ 
est single inequity present in 
the tax burden here namely 
the inequality of the property 
tax burden. Although this is a

which at this time sees fit to 
continue to allow the parasitic

75 to 90 per cent of their fair 
property tax burden while in­ 
evitably causing a proportion­ 


ately great burden to fall upon 
the greatest majority of prop­ 
erty tax payers, namely home 
owners and others engaged in 
business.

have 
shown the amount of revenue 
lost annually through under 
assessment of unimproved or 
slum type property run as high 


WASHINGTON—There is one 
form of deficit spending that 
is giving the Johnson admin­ 
istration the gravest anxiety. 
This is the deficit in the U. S. 
balance of payments abroad. 
It is taking an alarming turn 
for the worse. We are continu­ 
ing to spend more abroad than 
we are earning abroad. This 
puts a perilous strain on dwin­ 
dling gold reserves.

Action cannot safely be de­ 
layed. 
It is evident that President 
Johnson himself has come to 
this 
conclusion 
reluctantly. 


1964 the balance of payments 
was running at little more than 
half of the 
3.9-billion-dollar 
deficit of 1960. 
But 
all calculations 
went 
awry in the fourth quarter 
when the deficit for that period 
topped one billion dollars. This 
sum alone nearly equals the 
1.5 billion dollars the U. S. lost 
in the three previous quarters 
combined. 
The hope has been that the 
rise in U.S. exports would 
meet the balance of payments 
problem. But under the im­ 
pact of sustained prosperity 
imports have also been climb­ 
ing and the outlook is that the 
trade surplus will decline this 
year.

into the atmosphere as did 
Red China’s first above-the- 
ground nuclear test. 


THIS JOLTING Air Force- 
AEC discovery was revealed 
by Central Intelligence Direc­ 
tor John McCone during his 
private briefing of the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Commit­ 
tee on the Soviet-Chinese tests. 
McCone, head of the Atomic 
Energy 
Commision 
during 
the Eisenhower administration, 
told the legislators the star­ 
tling new data resulted from a 
comparison of air samplings 
taken over Japan following the 
detection of the separate Com­ 
munist nuclear explosions. 
Although the Air Force-AEC 
finding is not conclusive proof 
that the Jan. 15 Soviet test 
was conducted in the atmos­ 
phere, 
McCone 
testified, 
it 
does raise grave questions on 
whether the nuclear explosion 
was set off underground as the 
Russians contend. 
McCone estimated the blast

HE STRESSED that if the 
explosion was detonated under­ 
ground, as claimed by the Rus­ 
sians, it was the largest ever 
attempted below the earth’s 
surface. No U.S. underground 
nuclear test has approached 
that size. 
In comparing the two Com­ 
munist tests, McCone reported 


that China’s first explosion 
had a blast yield of less than 
50 
kilotons 
(50,000 
tons 
of 
TNT), but appeared to be an 
advanced nuclear device. 
Under intense questioning by 
committee members, the CIA 
director admitted the U. S. has 
no information other than that 
furnished by the Russians to 
support the general AEC and 
State Department belief that 
the test was conducted un­ 
derground 
and 
accidentally 
vented. 


THE LIMITED nuclear test 
ban treaty signed by both the 
U.S. and the Soviet forbids 
experimental atomic blasts in 
the atmosphere, space, under 
water; and also underground 
explosions that spread radio­ 
active debris beyond the test­ 
ing state’s borders. 
According to McCone, the 
Soviet explosion occurred in 
the 
Semipalitinsk 
area 
of 
southern Russia. The U. S. has 
recorded “ seismic events” in 
the region from time to time, 
he said, but the government 
has no way of determining 
whether 
the 
incidents 
are 
underground tests or earth­ 
quakes. 


In a frank discussion of the 
Soviet’s growing nuclear ar­ 
senal, McCone stated the Rus­ 
sians are going all out to catch 
up with our lead in small-yield 
nuclear weapons. 


WHEN PRESSED about their 
progress in big devices, he ad­ 
mitted the Russians had de­ 
veloped and detonated nuclear 
weapons of far higher yield 
than the U. S. had prior to the 
treaty 
banning 
atmospheric 
tests.

' Portuguese Leprechaun' Perry 


Becomes Legend In Own Time 


IF ALL THE STORIES about 
Matts Perry were lined up 
end to end, the words would 
reach from Sausalito to Point 
Reyes—or maybe Alaska. 
Rough on the outside, big- 
hearted on the inside. Chief 
Perry retires this month after 
40 years service as a fireman. 
In olden days the firehouse 
and the jail sat over a pier 
near the present Ondine Res­ 
taurant. Alongside was a pier 
where people came from San 
Francisco to fish. Matts, the 
story goes, was able to get 
underneath the firehouse with­ 
out fishermen knowing it and, 
when 
everybody 
had 
lines 
hanging into the water, he 
would grab them and give a 
jerk. Then Matts would let go 
and up the line would come— 
empty. 


MATTS, ACCORDING to 
Frank Pasquinucci, was catch­ 
er for the Sausalito Merchants 
in the 1920s. 
“ I played right field with 
the Sausalito Bears,” said Pas­ 
quinucci. Fritz Perry, Matts’s 
brother, played third base on 
my team. About the sixth or 
seventh inning they were lead­ 
ing 7 to 5 and Bob McAdams 
was on second base. I came up 
and walked behind Matts and 
said, ‘No curves. Get a fast 
one in there.’ 1 knew he would 
do the opposite. 
‘‘The first thing he did was 
throw a curve. 1 hit it and boy 
did I go. Coming to third, his 
brother waved me on and I 
was thrown out at home plate. 
If 1 made it, it would have tied 
the score.” 


MATTS LIKES TO PLAY the 
horses, likes to hunt and, when­ 
ever he gets together with 
Frank Keaton, there are shen- 
nanigans. 
Keaton tells the story of go­ 
ing to Indiana with Perry in 
1947 to drive back a new city 
ambulance. 
En route home, 
they drove through snow and 
rain but Matts always insisted 
on a motel with a garage for 
the ambulance. 
One night in Iowa the garage 
was too small and Matts had 
the man tie the doors open and 
put a tent over the top to pro­ 
tect the end of the vehicle. 
“ That night,” 
said 
Keaton, 
Matts, who liked the windows 
open, walked into the bath- 


room and found himself in a 
foot of snow. 


FIREMAN SWEDE PEDER­ 
SEN tells the tale of how guys 
at the old ferry house station, 
when pickling herring during 
the herring run, would ap­ 
proach the time 
when the 
crock of herring was pickled. 
Matts would never eat any 
herring, said Swede. He would 
look at the other men, a twin­ 
kle in his eye, knowing that he 
had added a little bit to the 
mixture that wasn’t all pickles. 
‘‘Matts Perry belongs to us. 
We 
love 
him,” 
says 
Sally 
Clapp Stapp. 
She said that 
when the question came as to 
where to hold his testimonial 
dinner Feb. 24. an up-county 
hall was suggested. This was 
ruled out because Sausalitans 
want to keep Perry at home. 
The dinner will be at the Alta 
Mira Hotel which owner W il­ 
liam Wachter is closing one 
night in honor of Matts. 


BARRISTER JOHN EHLEN 
calls 
Matts 
a 
“ Portuguese 
leprechaun.” 
“ You can see 


him almost anywhere sitting 
on a mushroom making some 
sardonic remark about this or 
that but always speaking blunt 
or 
brutal 
language,”

An angry friend at 
New 
Year’s Eve was Rico Blacow, 
owner of Rico’s, who was tak­ 
ing New Year’s Eve reserva­ 
tions when Matts came in and 
playfully 
cut 
the 
telephone 
cord. “ He has an awful lot 
of friends,” said Rico, and it 
is hard to screen them for a 
party to get them to fit into 
the restaurant. 
Matts likes to hunt deer and 
one time, according to Peder­ 
sen, went hunting with a point­ 
er. He had never taken this 
type of dog with him before. 
He gave the dog some meat, 
said Swede, and later the dog 
stiffened right out and pointed.

EVER. in looking over my material, it 
appears that it would be well to first 
present the following two communica­ 
t i o n s for your information. 
TH E FIR ST was sent to me 
just before 1 became chairman, 
in 1961. TH E S E C O N D was 
written and sent out just four 
y e a r s later. BY READING 
THEM , it should be somewhat 
obvious why 1 say, “ There is 
great danger in this proposi­ 
tion of ‘a most powerful figure 
in county government.’ ”

“ STATEM ENT OF PR IN C I­ 
P L E S OF O FFIC E OF THE 
C O U N T Y ADMINISTRATOR, 
by Alan Bruce, Assistant Ad­ 
ministrator, N o v e m b e r 14, 
1960. 
1. 1 am a firm believer in 
our democratic form of gov­ 
ernment and therefore in the 
complete responsibility and au­ 
thority of the elected represent­ 
atives of the people. The mem­ 
bers of the Board of Supervi­ 
sors are the policy-makers and 
the decision-makers. It is for 
them to assess the political 
consequences of governmental 
action; It is for them to deter­ 
mine what the people are ready 
to accept. 
2. I conceive the main job 
of the County Administrator to 
be to bring information to the 
Board of Supervisors — com­ 
plete information, with all the 
considerations and all ramifi­ 
cations. 
3. I also consider an essen­ 
tial part of the job to be the 
making of recommendations to 
the Board of Supervisors. The 
Administrator’s recommenda­ 
tions should be based prima­ 
rily on administrative feasibil­ 
ity, i.e., on w h a t he thinks 
would work effectively to give 
maximum v a l u e to the tax­ 
payer. At the same time he 
should expect the members of 
the Board of Supervisors to be 
in a better position than he to 
take a broad view of the needs 
of the community as a whole, 
and therefore to make final 
decisions which o f t e n would 
differ from his recommenda­ 
tions. His success should not 
be measured by the degree to 
w h i c h his recommendations 
are accepted. In fact, if all 
his recommendations were uni­ 
formly and routinely accepted, 
he should worrv either that he 


was usurping the functions of 
the Board, or that the Board 
was falling down on its job. 
4. Nevertheless a County 
Administrator should not make 
recommendations intentionally 
which o b v i o u s l y have no 
chance of acceptance. Hej 
s h o u l d have some political! 
sense and some sense of tim­ 
ing, while realizing that the 
sense of the Board members is , 
always better than his. 
5. Once a matter has been j 
thoroughly considered and a | 
definite policy has been estab­ 
lished by the Board of Supervi­ 
sors, the Administrator should 
refrain f r o m pressing for at 
change in policy. 
6. The Administrator should 
attempt to conduct his office 
in such a way that it does not 
become an i s s u e in election 
campaigns. While members of 
the Board of Supervisors may 
disagree a m o n g themselves j 
and properly so, the function 
of the Administrator should be 
to carry out the will of the 
majority of the Board, at the j 
same time respecting minority 
opinion. 
7. A good County Adminis-j 
trator should be able to serve 
any Board of Supervisors and 
to help that Board achieve its , 
purposes, no matter how dif­ 
ferent those purposes may b e! 
from those of a previous Board , 
8. A good County Adminis-i 
trator s h o u l d be careful to 
see that accomplishments of 
County government are always 
credited to the Board of Super­ 
visors or to the department 
heads responsible, but should 
be willing personally to accept 
a share of the blame for any 
failures. 
9. The usefulness of an Ad­ 
ministrator is over, and his job 
tenure should end, at any time 
when it becomes clear that a 
majority of the Board has lost 
confidence in his basic ability 
and integrity.”

Hopes Rising That Spring 
Will Bring Jobless Drop 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK CAP) - Hopes 
are rising today that spring will 
bring a drop in unemployment, j 
one of the knottiest problems the 
nation 
faces. 
The 
hopes 
are 
strengthened by what didn’t hap­ 
pen in January — joblessness 
didn't rise as much as it usually 
does when the extra help hired 
for the Christmas rush are let 
off. 
This lets the government ad­ 
just seasonally its estimates of 
employment and unemployment 
and their total, the labor force. 
The January percentage of the 
laboi; force unemployed thus is 
adjusted seasonally to the lowest 
figure since late in 1957 when it 
was 4.7 per cent of that period's 
much smaller labor force. 
If January wasn't as bad as it 
Usually is. the arrival of spring 
with its expanded outdoor job 
opportunities could bring the job­ 
less rate even lower, despite all 
the forces working against the 
solution of this seven-year prob­ 
lem. 
In that period the jobless rate 
has risen as high as 7.5 per cent 
and rarely, and only temporari­ 
ly, has dropped below 5 per cent 
of the labor force. The force is 


expected to grow even faster in 
the years just ahead. 


The 
jobless 
rate 
is closely 
watched as one of the key indi­ 
cators of the health, and direc­ 
tion. of the economy. In his eco­ 
nomic 
message 
to 
Congress. 
President Johnson noted: 
“ Some 3.7 million of our citi­ 
zens want work but are unable 
to find it. Up to a million more— 
‘the hidden unemployed'—would 
enter the labor force if the un­ 
employment 
rate 
could 
be 
brought down just one percent­ 
age point. 
“ In the next year. 1.3 million 
more potential workers will be 
added to our labor for,ce, includ­ 
ing a net increase of one half 
million below the age of 20.” 
The government statistics on 
employment are compiled from 
a monthly survey of a sample 
of households. Counted as un­ 
employed are those who at the 
middle of January weren't work­ 
ing but were looking for work. 
This includes those who may be 
waiting to return to a job from 
which they have been laid off 
and those expecting to take a 
new job within 30 days. 
From the sampling, the gov­ 
ernment estimates how many in 


the nation are officially unem­ 
ployed, and how many report 
they have jobs. The total is the 
labor force — those working or 
looking for work. It doesn't in­ 
clude those who may not be 
seeking jobs because they think 
it useless. 
And 
the 
statistics 
can 
be 
scrambled later by the uncount­ 
ed numbers who may enter the 
labor force once general pros­ 
perity 
increases 
opportunities 
or raises the pay or makes the 
hours more acceptable.

It is 
also a l l o w e d to husbands of 
incapacitated or institutionalized 
wives who can d e d u c t child 
care expenses incurred w h i l e 
the wife is disabled. This de­ 
duction is allowed only if the 
wife is mentally or physically 
incapacitated or institutionalized 
for a period of 90 consecutive 
days unless the period is term i­ 
nated by her death. 


A married man or woman can 
deduct their child care expense 
only if they file a joint return 
and t o g e t h e r earn less than 
$6,000 per year. If t h e y earn 
over $6,000 per year, the deduc­ 
tion is reduced by the amount 
earned over the $6,000. This does 
not apply if the taxpayer’s hus­ 
band or w i f e is incapable of 
self-support because he or she is 
mentally or physically defective.

Earlier this week, Milwaukee 
County Supervisor Thomas J. 
Duffy urged the County Board 
to start a dam age suit against 
the Braves under federal anti­ 
trust law. The request has been 
referred to a committee which 
has taken no action. 
Montgomery said he was in­ 
correctly quoted in the Sentinel 


story which followed a long dis­ 
tance telephone interview. 


“ The people of Atlanta will 
‘pay the tab’ only in the sense 
that the Braves’ stadium rental 
could be reduced in the event of 
antitrust action,” Montgomery 
said.

The immediate danger was 
over, but South still had to wor­ 
ry about losing two hearts and 
two trumps. Since East was a 
chronic c o m p 1 a i n er about 
deuces, South decided to lead 
the deuce of clubs from dummy 
and discard the deuce of hearts 
from his own hand. 
Why the deuce of clubs instead 
of the jack? An opponent is less 
likely to ruff a deuce than a 
jack. So it turned out in this 
case. 
East didn’t see the need to 
ruff a lowly deuce, so he dis­ 
carded the deuce of diamonds, 
thus completing the signal he 
had begun at the first trick. 
OBLIGED TO RUFF 
West was obliged to ruff the 
trick but this left him with only 
three trumps so that he could 
later get only one other trump 
trick. 
West got his two trump tricks 
and East got the ace of hearts, 
but South made his contract. 
East played the wrong deuce 
on the fourth round of clubs. He 
could defeat the contract by ruff­ 
ing the deuce of clubs with the 
“ worthless” deuce of spades. 
HEART DISCARDED 
If South then discarded 
a 
heart, West would still get his 
two trump tricks and East would 
get the ace of hearts. 
If South over-ruffed instead of 
discarding a heart. West would 
get two trump trick and then 
the defenders would get two 
hearts. Either way South would 
go down.

Non-Union 
Bands May 
Be Hired 


Non-union bands may now be 
hired to play at Sir Francis 
Drake High School dances. 
Prior to this semester it has 
been Drake’s policy to hire 
only union bands. In return for 
this, the union provided one out 
every six bands free. For the 
other five bands the school paid 
the minimum union rate — $128 
for three hours. 
Drake was the only public 
high school in the county to fol­ 
low such a policy, according to 
Lmda Siem of the Drake News 
Bureau. 
The new policy, however, re­ 
stricts the bands to some ex­ 
tent. All band members must 
attend some high school or col­ 
lege, and must attest to this in 
the written contract between 
their band and Drake. These 
non-union bands will be paid 
$10 or $20 an evening per mem­ 
ber. 
The VIPs, who played at the 
Jan. 30 “ End of the Semester” 
dance, was the first band to 
perform under the new policy.
